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DETAILED ACTION 
Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement filed 07/28/2003 fails to comply with 37 
CFR 1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document;

only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 
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4. Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Mehta 
("Mehta" (U.S. Patent 5,999,933)). 

5. Regarding claim 25, Mehta teaches a method comprising: 

a. retrieving information regarding the number of occurrences of a given value (Mehta, 
Column 14, lines 4-17); 

b. determining an instance element based on information regarding the number of 
occurrences of the given value (Mehta, Column 14, lines 4-17); 

c. determining a connectivity element based on the instance element (Mehta, Column 
20, lines 28-57); and 

d. determining a record from the connectivity element (Mehta, Column 21, lines 5-21). 

Conclusion

applicant's disclosure.
